WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of County 


Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance No. 89- 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners have 
initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm 
Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted its 
public hearings on March 10, 17, 24, and April 14, 2000 to review the 
proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and 
made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Part II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 
the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public hearing 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on May 8, 2000 to 
review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, whereupon the 
Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal of proposed 


amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for review and 


ren) 
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comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on July <5, 2000 the 
Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, ana 
Comments Report,” dated July 21, 2000 which was the Department's 
written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amenaments; and 


WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments contained 
in this ordinance; 

WHEREAS, on September 18, 2000 the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of the 
Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying 
of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, cr word o 
this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 


the remainder of this Ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 


The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 
of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the 
Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the 
word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," “article,” or any other 


appropriate word. 


Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever occurs 
earlier. No development orders, development permits, or land uses 
dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it has 


become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued by the 
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Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be made 


effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective status, 
ā copy of which resolutions snall be sent to the Department

Zi Policy 1.2-b: The County shall establish and maintain minimum densities in residential 
future land use categories of twetinits-peraere five units per acre or greater, as specified 
in Table 2.1-1. To promote the most efficient use of infrastructure and reduce the potential 
for urban sprawl, development shall not be permitted lower than the established minimum 
density of a future land use category, unless exempted as provided below,

Palm Beach County Intergovernmental Coordination Program 


REVISED Text Following the defeat of the Countywide referendum, the municipal 
planning directors within the County created a substitute organization with the purpose to 
establish a countywide comprehensive plan amendment coordinated review process. In 
October, 1993, the Multi-Jurisdictional Issues coordination forum and the Comprehensive 
Plan Amendment Coordinated Review Process were established through the execution of 
two interlocal agreements. ameng Current program membership includes the County, 344 
municipalities, the South Florida Water Management District, the School Board, South Indian 
River {frait Water Control District, Lake Worth Drainage District, Indian Trail Improvement 
District, Jupiter Inlet District BoeaRatonAirpertAuthoerity, Loxahatchee River Environmental 
Control District, Loxahatchee Groves Water Control District, and the Northern Palm Beach 
County Water Control District. The coordination program contains two components: 

1) an Issues Coordination Forum for the identification and possible 
resolution of multi-jurisdictional issues and 2) a plan amendment review program for 
coordination of comprehensive plan amendments. These programs are referred to as the 
Issues Forum and IPARC (Intergovernmental Plan Amendment Review Committee) 
respectively; and are collectively known as the "Palm Beach County Intergovernmental 
Coordination Program.” 


Communication 


REVISED Text The County maintains the Action Citizen's Service Center as a public 
service designed to respond to inquiries and to provide accurate and timely information, 
enhance communications and improve citizen satisfaction. The County's Public Affairs 
Department and the Board of County Commissioners use the Aetion Citizen's Service 
Center to respond to requests from municipalities. Receiving prompt responses from the 
County helps to reduce conflicts. Another coordination effort within the County is the 
Municipal Coordinator function within Public Affairs which serves as a point of contact with 
municipalities and as an information distribution center to the Munteipat League of Cities and 
individual municipalities. Also, to promote intergovernmental cooperation the Board of 
County Commissioners participates in joint meetings with the School Board, Munteipat 
League of Cities and the South Florida Water Management District, and also reserves space 
for monthly joint workshops with the municipalities. 


Special Coordination Needs 


REVISED Text In 1985, the Palm Beach Countywide Beaches and Shores Council was 
created to coordinate the protection, preservation and enhancement of the oceanfront 
beaches and shores in the County. The Geeanfrent Council consists of twenty-seven 
participants, including Palm Beach County, inlet and special districts, two environmental 
entities, affected coastal municipalities and the Munieipat League of Cities of Palm Beach 
County. The Council considers all projects and/or actions involving any beach or shore 
located in Palm Beach County on the Atlantic Ocean and seaward of the Coastal Construc- 
tion Control Line (CCCL).

Evaluation of the 1989 Health and Human Services Element and development of 
recommendations to this element involved over twenty-five (25) individuals representing in 
excess of nineteen (19) public and private sector organizations and individual citizens who 
volunteered in a staff support role. A significant number of the participating organizations 
have their own legal mandate to conduct health and human services planning (e.g., Palm 
Beach County Health Department, Palm Beach County Health Care District, municipalities, 
Treasure Coast Health Council, Inc. and Ghitdrens Children’s Services Council). This only 
reinforces the need for all health and human services organizations, on behalf of and 
participation with the citizens of Palm Beach County to continue to define our organizational 
roles and legal responsibilities through a mutually shared vision statement. This information 
is scheduled to be printed within the “Palm Beach County, Citizens’ Advisory Committee on 
Health & Human Services Guiding Principles” publication.

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REVISED 5. Community Planning and Information Services 

Anextremely important link between each of the agencies and the Health & Human Services 
Element pertains to health and human services databases and informational services. 
Although one centralized database for health and human services does not exist, substantial 
progress hasbeen should continue to be made toward the integration of existing systems 
and centralized data bases. Serious consideration should be given in future amendments 
thatthe Element address: 1) the specific responsibilities of major planning agencies, 2) their 
enabling legislation, 3) identification of future data needs, and 4) distribution/utilization of data 
collection and information services. The establishment of an Objective with such 
information would provide a clearer understanding of the inter-relationships of policies and 
objectives and the success or failure of health & human service programs in Palm Beach 
County. Until this Objective is established, specific questions concerning a policy should 
be directed to the responsible agency stated in each Policy. 


The following agencies have major health & human planning services responsibilities that 
are recognized by State of Florida laws: Palm Beach County Health Care District, Ghitdrens 
Children's Services Council, Treasure Coast Health Council, Treasure Coast Regional 
Planning Council, State of Florida Department of Children and Family Services (District |X), 
Palm Beach County Health Department, Area Agency on Aging, State of Florida Department 
of Community Affairs & Palm Beach County-Board of County Commissioners. 


REVISED 7. History 

The roots of the HHS Element can be traced back to the summer of 1983 when Palm Beach 
County experienced a major indigent health care crisis, i.e., St-viarystHespitat hospitals and 
health department clinics amdwere making plans to close their doors to indigent patients as 
programmatic dollars were projected to run out prior to the end of the fiscal year. This 
community crisis triggered the following series of events which resulted in the Palm Beach 
County Board of County Commissioners developing this Element of the Comprehensive 
Plan: 


e Formation of Palm Beach County's Task Force on delivery of health care services 
(November, 1983): 


° Task Force recommendation to fund the District IX Regional Health Council now 
Treasure Coast Health Council (January 12, 1984) to specifically increase health 
planning activities at the county level:

e The Palm Beach County Planning Division convenes as a technical committee to 
work with a consulting firm tm on April 25, 1988, which was selected through an RFP 
process to assist in the completion of the Health and Human Services Element: 


° Directions ‘88 on May 7, 1988 recognized and supported the County commitment 
to include an optional Health and Human Services Element in its Comprehensive 
Plan. 

° Based on the information and reports reviewed and recommended by the technical 


support committee and the Citizens Advisory Committee on Health & Human 
Services, PBC Planning Division publishes (April, 1989) the first draft of the 
Comprehensive Plan which includes the Health and Human Services Element. The 
Element was adopted by both the Board of County Commissioners and the Florida 
Department of Community Affairs (September, 1990).

Our successes as a County as a whole (county and municipal government, regional and 
state government, private and not-for-profit organization and a high degree of citizen 
participation) include but are not limited to the following: 1) anew and operational Palm 
Beach County Health Care District, 2) trauma system, 3) Veterans Affairs Medical Center, 
4) improved planning infrastructure through the creation of the Health and Human Services 
Planning Association (HHSPA) and the Palm Beach County Citizens Advisory Committee 
on HHS, 5) further consolidation and improved access to information and referral services 
(Center For Information & Crisis Services), and 6) increased funding to current and 
additional programs managed by affiliated agencies which included current and newly 
funded programs.

Objective 1.1 Plan Coordination 
: REVISED INTRODUCTION 


Palm Beach County’s 2,023 square miles makes it one of the largest counties in the State 
of Florida and infact larger than the State of Rhode Island. With a population of nearty over 
one million people residing mostly in the eastern half of the Palm Beach County, itis the third 
most populous county in Florida. The County continues to be one of the fastest growing 
counties in the State and to attract more than three million visitors annually. Thus, the 
County's size along with the diversity of its growing populace generate myriad recreation 
and open space needs that are served by the County's recreation and open space system. 


Fortunately, Palm Beach County encompasses many significant natural resources such as 
eastern Lake Okeechobee, vast federal and state conservation and/or wildlife areas, the 
Loxahatchee River and Slough, the Intracoastal Waterway, and some of the finest Atlantic 
Ocean beaches in the State of Florida, all within an hour drive of the County's population. 
These resources, along with the County's 7,000 acres of parks and tens of thousands of 
meorethan25-668 acres of environmentally sensitive lands, other municipal park systems, 
and County School District facilities, provide public access opportunities to an wide array 
of natural, cultural and recreational facilities. In addition, privately owned or operated 
facilities such as golf courses, clubhouses, pools, marinas, and campgrounds are available 
throughout the County albeit in some cases on a more limited basis than public facilities. 
Together these resources comprise a broad based and functional Countywide recreation 
and open space system that contributes to the health and welfare of the population, links 
vital natural resources, and supports a high quality of life for Palm Beach County residents. 


The Recreation and Open Space Element (ROSE) guides the County's capital program 
designed to meet the ever-increasing demand for parks, beaches, recreational facilities, and 
open space necessary to serve new development and to maintain the quality of life enjoyed 
by existing residents. To accomplish this goal additional parks and recreation facilities will 
be provided commensurately with future population growth, existing deficiencies will be 
addressed with available funds, accessibility will be increased to the many components of 
the recreation and open space system, and additional environmentally sensitive lands will 
be acquired and/or protected. Unless otherwise indicated, the Palm Beach County Parks 
and Recreation Departmentis responsible for implementation of the Goal, Objectives, and 
Policies of this Element. 


This +997 version of the ROSE supercedes the 1989 Element in its entirety and 
incorporates the 1995 EAR based amendments. As a result of these amendments, much 
of the supporting data and tables formerly contained in the 1989 Element are now located 
in the accompanying Support Document, resulting in a reorganized ROSE that is more 
concise and easier to follow than the 1989 Element. 


2. REVISED Purpose 


The purpose of the Recreation and Open Space Element (ROSE) is to ensure that the 
County adopts a long-range plan necessary to provide an adequate Countywide system of 
parks, recreational facilities and open space to serve existing and future populations. The 
ROSE provides the Goals, Objectives and Policies (GOP) necessary for establishing 
Coneurrency Level of Service (LOS) Standards and other important planning guidelines to 
ensure that an adequate system of parks, recreational facilities and open space is available 
for County residents both now and in the future. 


The ROSE satisfies the minimum criteria for State review established by the Department 
of Community Affairs under Chapter 9J-5, Florida Administrative Code, as amended. 
Specifically Rite 9-45-044RecereationandOperSpaceand Rule 9-J5.005 (Concurrency 
Management) calls for the adoption and monitoring of LOS Standards to ensure that 
issuance of new development orders and permits does not resultin a reduction of Park and 
Recreational facility tes levels of service below adopted County standards. 
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3. REVISED Assessment and Conclusions 


Palm Beach County has traditionally assumed responsibility for providing a portion of the 
overall parks, recreational facility, and open space needs for both County residents and 
visitors. The County continues to place major emphasis on acquisition and development of 
targerseate Countywide-level Regional, Beach and District Parks that are the most cost 
efficient to build and operate, and that provide the greatest and most diverse active and 
passive recreational opportunities for all County residents. To a lesser extent, smratterseate 
Local-level community and/or neighborhood parks that have more limited active recreational 
facilities are provided only in urbanized areas where limiting conditions preclude larger park 
facilities. State and federal conservation areas and waterways, along with the County's 
environmentally sensitive land acquisitions, account for most of the open space resources. 


The single GOAL of the ROSE, although slightly altered from the 1989 Element, remains 
essentially the same: to provide a Countywide system of parks, recreation facilities and open 
spaces to serve existing and future residents. The objectives of the ROSE are grouped into 
three main policy areas and prioritized as follows based on Countywide- and eemmunity 
Local-level needs and future commitments for funding: 


Objectives 1.1 Long Range Planning and Funding, & 1.2 Gonetrrency Level 
of Service Standards. These objectives and policies address specific 9J-5 
requirements and contain the highest priority commitments and measurements of 
the Plan's effectiveness, providing for the evaluation and oversight of the planning 
process, annual funding commitment and adoption of Countywide Gereurreney LOS 
standards. 


Objectives 1.3 Community Parks, & 1.4 Open Space. These two objectives set 
forth general planning policies that address the strong community interests in 
Community Parks and Open Space lands for which there may be current funding but 
no long term recurring dedicated capital funding source nor has an Gonetrreney 
LOS been established.

The ROSE Map Series of the Comprehensive Plan includes MAP RO-1.1, Existing 
Conditions Map (1995) and MAP RO 2.1, Future Conditions Map (1996-2015), both of which 
are updated to reflect the addition of new parks at the time of the EAR and those additional 
County parks proposed between the years 1996 - 2015. The maps are-new-predtieecin 
coter-and include descriptive legends, andtabtes-of inventories of existing and projected 
future inventortes-of parks, acreage, and recreationat identification of whether the park 
facilities are active and/or passive. 


In summary, the County's primary role will continue to be the provision of Regional, Beach 
and District parks and related active and passive recreational facilities to serve existing 
residents and growthretated projected future needs inthe futtre. Community Parks and/or 
neighborhood facilities that address existing deficiencies will also be considered in targeted 
regions of the Urban/Suburban Tier serviee-area on a case by case basis as available 
funding permits. 


The Goal, Objectives and Policies of this Element are intended to provide clear guidelines 
for the planning and implementation of a capital program to meet future park, recreation and 
open space needs and maintain the high quality of life in Palm Beach County. Specifically, 
additional acres of Regional, Beach and District parks with their associated active and 
passive recreational facilities will be planned to best serve areas where continued population 
growth is projected. This will be accomplished through the establishment of Geneurreney 
levels of service, and the collection and allocation of park impact fees from new residential 
development. 


Second, those areas with existing park and/or active and special recreational facilities 
deficiencies will be addressed on an individual basis as funding becomes available from ad 
valorem, bond, grant or other non-impact fee funding sources. Recent funds approved by 
the Board of County Commissioners include the 1995 $25.3 million Park Revenue Bond, 
and the $1.4 million Annual Recreation Assistance Program, and the 1999 $25 million 


Recreation and Cultural General Obligation Bond. These bonds that provide funding for 
municipal and other teeat community park projects. These twe sources represent a 
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substantial commitment of funds by the County for projects to help meet correct existing 
deficiencies. 


Ancfinatty The County's 1991 $100 million Environmentally Sensitive Lands Acquisition 
General Obligation Bond Program resulted img in the purchase of thousands of acres of 
native habitat area since the Element's adoption in 1989, and offers new opportunities for 
non-consumptive passive recreational opportunities. In 1999 the $150 million Conservation 


Lands Acquisition General Obligation Bond was passed to purchase open space, farmlands 
and environmentally sensitive land. In conjunction with other public recreation and 


conservation lands these ESL acquisitions will form the core of a linked open space system 
throughout the County and region. The need to increase public accessibility to recreational 
and open space resources will be addressed by developing partnerships and cooperative 
agreements with schools, local, state and federal agencies, nonprofit groups and other 
public and private providers of recreational and cultural facilities. 


4. REVISED GOAL1 PROVISION OF PARKS, RECREATIONAL FACILITIES AND

It is the GOAL of Palm Beach County to provide a Countywide system of parks, beaches, 
open space and recreational and cultural facilities that are is conveniently distributed, readily 
accessible, and adequate in number to serve the current and future needs of the County's 
population.

The County shall establish Countywide Park Geneurreney Levels of Service Standards for 
total and developed acres of Regional, Beach, and District Parks, and for active and passive 
recreational facilities to ensure that adopted Levels of Service are met concurrent with new 
development.

REVISED Policy 1.5-a: The County shall promote public access to County parks, 
recreational facilities, beaches, shores, and waterways through the provision and/or 
expansion of vehicle and bicycle parking areas, boat ramps, bikeways and pedestrian ways.

be consistent with federal Americans with Disabilities Act requirements and other state and 
local building codes. 


REVISED Policy 1.5-b: The County shall develop recreational trails and/or interpretive 
centers in parks with unique cultural, natural, historical or archeological resources. that 
These facilities will provide learning experiences for County residents and also support local 
eco-tourism efforts. 


REVISED Policy1.5-dc: The County shall continue to develop, and, where appropriate, 
provide funding for other public agencies to develop additional speciet recreational and 
Cultural facilities that are available to the public on a nondiscriminatory use basis.

REVISED Policy 1.6-c: The County's Tourist Development Council shall help support 
programs in cooperation with local agencies and citizen groups that organize various 
artistic, cultural, sports athletic, and recreational activities, facilities or events that publicize 
and/or promote Palm Beach County as a tourist destination. 


REVISED Policy 1.6-e: The County shall participate in land acquisition and 
managementefforts with federal, state, regional and/or local agencies, specifically including 
the Loxahatchee River and Slough corridor restoration, the South Florida Water 
Management District's (SFWMD) East Coast Buffer, and other projects of regional scope 
that are intended to provide public passive recreational opportunities.

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H. Introduction and Administration Element, Recreation and Open Space Definitions 


REVISIONS: To revise and update definitions related to Recreation and Open Space. The 
revisions are numbered below, and shown with the added text underlined, and the 
deleted text strttek-oxt. 


4. REVISED: COMMUNITY PARK - Those Palm Beach County facilities generally more than 
five (5) but less than forty (40) acres in size that provide active and to a lesser degree 
passive recreational facilities to population areas within three (3) miles or less of the facility. 
Recreational facilities include play areas, small groups of lighted fields or courts suitable for 
programmed youth activities. community centers, and bicycle and automobile parking areas 
and pedestrian paths to serve the facility. 


2. REVISED: DISTRICT PARK - Those Palm Beach County facilities generally greater than 
forty (40) acres in size and that primarily provide active recreational facilities and, to a lesser 
degree, some passive recreational facilities. Recreational facilities typically include groups 
of lighted fields or courts suitable for scheduled athletic leaque activities, exercise trails and 
support facilities such as restrooms and concessions with bicycle and automobile parking 
areas and pedestrian path systems to accommodate park users. Special facilities suchas 
recreation centers, competition pools. golf courses, and boat ramps and docks may also 


be included. 


3. NEW: NEIGHBORHOOD PARK - The smallest class park provided by the County, 
generally less than five (5) acres in size, and in the case of County designated in-fill areas 
usually less than one (1) acre. Recreational facilities are generally few in number due to 
size constraints and developed according to the demands and character of the specific 
neighborhoods that they serve. Access is primarily pedestrian oriented with no support 
facilities such as parking lots or restrooms provided. 


4. NEW: PARKS/LOCAL-LEVEL - This category collectively represents those relatively small 
scale recreational facilities thatinclude both public parks generally classified as community 
or neighborhood, and those ULDC required private recreation areas, and that are designed 
to meet the recreational needs of specific neighborhoods, designated redevelopmentareas, 
or for planned residential developments. 


5. NEW: PARKS/COUNTYWIDE-LEVEL - This category collectively represents those large 


scale recreational facilities for which Countywide Park Impact Fees are assessed on new 
residential development and that include a system of public parks generally classified as 
Regional, District or Beach, and that are designed to meet the general active and passive 
recreational needs of the countywide populace. 


6. REVISED: REGIONAL PARK - The largest class park in Palm Beach County, it generally 
exceeds two hundred (200) acres in size and also provides access to a substantial natural 

or manmade resource base. Regional parks primarily provide passive recreational facilities 

i and to a lesser degree active recreational facilities where no adverse impact on the resource 
base results. Recreational facilities in regional parks are primarily passive or resource 
based in character with picnicking, camping, hiking, fishing, and boating as the main 
activities. Special facilities such as museums, golf courses, or water skiing facilities may 
also be included, as well as some of those active facilities often found in district parks.
